CHARITIES AGENTS 


E P PRETTY BIISÏ 


Thdianapolis, Ind., Aug. 4.—During the 
quarter Avhich ended July 31, ajrents of 
the state board of charities made 1,204 
calls to visit children after whom the 
board looks. 
Tn that time 150 appli- 
cations for children were received and 
102 children were placed in homes. Fol- 
lowing is a summary of the statistics 
of the state agency: 


The agents made 1,204 calls to visit 
children. 
Eleven 
were 
reported not 
found. 
Of tbe 1,193 visited, 998 were 
reported doing 
well 
and 145 fairly. 
Fifty were doing poorly. 
One himdred 
and fifty applications were received. Of 
these 23 were for children under five 
years of age; 27 for children from five 
to eleven years; TiG for boys and girls 
from twelve to fourteen years, and 44 
for children over fourteen years. One 
hundred and si.xteen applications were 
investigated, twenty-five being rejected 
as unfit. 


During the quarter 102 children were 
placed in family homes. 
Fifty-si.r were 
placed for the first time and 46 had 
been 
placed 
before. 
Fifteen 
children 
were returned to county support. 


The agent made 43 visits to orphans' 
homes. 
Fifty-one calls were made upon 
county oiBcials in rejcard to children's 
work.

BURNED BY EXPLODING TORCH. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 4.—A series of col- 
ored charts for use at county fairs and 
farmers' institutes all over the state are 
being prepared by R. E. Snodgrass, of 
the 
state 
entomologist's 
department. 
The charts are so arranged they show, 
in some instances, life size and some 
times much larger, many of the pests 
which are dangerous to the crops. 
The 
chart system of explanations about the 
pests is said to be more 
satisfactory 
than lantern slides or motion pictures, 
because at all times the entire subject 
is before the audience, while with the 
slides and motion pictures one phase only 
appears at a given moment. 


Charts which have been prepared show 
tlie Hessian fly, the cut worm, chinch 
bug, army worm, corn ear worm and 
coddling moth. 


According to State Entomologist F. 
X. Wallace, the corn ear worm in In- 
diana is becoming so common that it will 
be one of the hardest propositions the 
fiinner will have to deal with in a few 
years, unless something is done to kill 
it. 
Farmers, he says, are not aware of 
the damage it has been doing, as the 
general impression is it bothers sweet 
corn onty. 
When the field corn is gath- 
ered in the fall, ears in which the worm 
has worked are found, but not recog- 
nized because the worm is gone and only 
a damaged ear remains to tell the story. 
The city housewife is more awake to the 
damage done by the worm than 
the 
farmer, it is said, because it is hard to 
get sweet corn which has not been eaten 
badly, and in which the Avorm may still 
be living. 


In addition to the charts of the pests, 
similar drawings of useful insects have 
been prepared. 
Among them is, one on 
the honey bee. 
Most of the charts are 
for use in connection with lectures.

French bomb throwers for a fortnight 
past in anticipation of the offensive, had 
been creeping forward by the Vi^nes 
ravine, west of Froide Terre with the 
object of getting near Thiaumont work 
by working around hill No. 365. 
The 
bombers first reached the Bras-Fleury 
road. They then separated into two par- 
ties, one going to the eastward toward 
Thiaumont work, and the second push- 
ing northward toward Vacherauville and 
Pepper Hill.

Washington, Aug. 4.—Great 
Britain 
has given evidence to the stat« depart- 
ment of her purpose not to enforce the 
"black list" against the United States. 


An answer to the recent protest pre- 
sented to the London government by di- 
rection of the president is being drafted, 
and, while it is expected to uphold the 
principle back of the 
British 
action, 
there will be assurances that the policy 
proclaimed will not be generally applied 
and that due consideration will be given 
to American interests. 


Even in the cases of the firms black- 
listed the understanding of the depart- 
ment is that the rigorous measures or- 
dered against most of them will not 
be carried out. 
Wherever damage is 
caused illegitimately payment therefor 
will be made. 


To Keep Within Limitations. 


With Great Britain's purpose to crip- 
ple the trade of her enemies the L'nitea 
States can have no quarrel, provided, of 
course, the action taken is in accord- 
ance with the requirements of interna- 
tional law. 


British control of the operations of 
British subjects is imquestionable. Only 
where 
such 
control affects American 
interests can tliis government properly 
complain 
and 
require redress. 
It is 
within these limitations tliat the presi- 
dent directed the recent protest to be 
handed to the British government. 


The "black list" measure is important 
in itself, but it is only a feature of tiie 
policy of restriction upon enemy trado 
which has been applied by Great Britain. 
Against this general policy the United 
States will protest in no uncertain lan- 
guage. 


Secretary Lansing will come back to 
Washington on Wednesday next after a 
vacation which is said to have been of 
great physical benefit to him. 
As has 
been stated, he has taken advantage of 
his seclusion to prepare a draft of a 
note to London dealing with the char- 
acter 
of

fleet. 
This draft will be considered with the 
utmost care by the president and when 
approved by him will go forward.

Petrograd, Aug-. 4.—General 
Alexis 
Brussiloff, commander of the Russian 
army which swept through Bukowina, 
was little known outside of Prussia be- 
fore the present war. In fact, it was 
not until 1914 that he was given com- 
mand of an army corps. 
His work in 
the war won him promotions. 
He is 
almost the only one of the many prom- 
inent social figures in the army who 
has made good. 


General Brussiloff Is 68 years old, 
but ilooks more like 4.5. He is alert 
and modern. 
He has dark, 
steady, 
searching eyes and nose with a high, 
commanding curved 
bridge, 
and a

Where the Blow Would Fall 


With the situation between the railroads and their employes in 
tn extremely strained state and admittedly approaching a very grave 
crisis, we trust neither will fail to properly appreciate that while both 
will suffer in the event of a general strike, neither of the principal? 
(vill be the greatest sufferer. The blow in its most terrific intensity 
svill fall upon the American public in the prostration of business and 
perhaps in the deprivation of many people of actual necessities which 
are dependent upon the transportation facilities to carry them to 
the hands of the consumer. An open break means that the public, 
prith its rights that must be recognized as paramount as against either 
Faction in a dispute for which the public is in no sense responsible, 
will be forced to endure hardship and loss, delay and annoyance that 
will constitute a tremendous burden. 


The situation between the roads and the four brotherhoods has 
ieen threatening for months. It now appears to be reaching an acute 
,tage in which only the intervention of forceful, sound-headed effort, 
with a finely-poised sense of justice, can avert a national calamity. 
For that is precisely what a general strike on American railroads 
K'ould be. So critical has the case become, indeed, that the United 
States chamber of commerce has made an appeal to the president to 
use his good offices in intervention to bring the apparently hopelessly- 
divided interests into agreement. 


It seems very clear that little is to be hoped from a continuation 
of negotiations between the railroads and their employees directly. 
The deadlock has at no time shoAvn any promise of breaking. 
Each 
is convinced that he has yielded the last point that can be given in 
concession. It is time for other efforts to be exerted. The president 
has already called upon the federal board of mediation and concilia- 
tion for information that will enable him to proceed with fairness and 
with an intelligent grasp of the situation. 
The way must be found 
to avoid a strike, to keep the wheels of transportation moving and to 
secure an amicable settlement of the differences. This country is too 
big, its interests too extensive and its sanity and good judgment too 
pronounced to permit the threatened break to occur. There must be 
a settlement before that time arrives. 


Apparently the Deutschland's dash for the open sea on her return 
trip to Clermany was accomplished without the slightest difficulty, de- 
spite the allied warships on watch and the belief that it might be an 
extremely difficult task to elude them. 
Capt. König's success, too, 
is rather fortunate for the American peace of mind. 
The allies 
persist in regarding the submarine as a "potential warship," despite 
the American ruling that she is a merchantman. Even as a merchant- 
man the Deutschland would be legitimate prey for Germany's foes 
provided they conformed to international law in taking off her officers 
and crew before sinking her—a feat admittedly difficult in the case 
of a submarine. 
Yet any other course would immediately put the 
United States in a position where there must be renewed and vigor- 
ous action in upholding traditional usages of the sea as they obtained 
before the present conflict all but utterly wrecked regard for common 
rights that had been centuries in the building. 


The British government has exacted death as the penalty for the 
course of Sir Roger Casement, convicted of high treason in conspir- 
ing to cause an armed revolt in Ireland. The wide-spread interest in 
the case, the sympathy for the gifted man and the pleas for clemency 
in his behalf were not permitted to weigh against the stern judg- 
ment of the English court, particularly at a time when that country is 
at war. 
There were, in the view of many persons, mitigating cir- 
cumstances that under ordinary conditions might have counted for 
Casement. 
There are times, however,- when governments will not 
temper justice with mercy. This was one of them. 


It develops, if reports be accurate, that some reputable indemnity 
companies are demanding a premium of $162.50 per annum on each 
$1,000 of bond supplied to drivers of jitney busses, while other repu- 
table companies will not take this class of risk at any- price. All of 
which is illuminating as disclosing, the expert actuary's view of the 
degree of hazard which the public is compelled to take so long as it 
does not insist upon the jitney man assuming it.

and then this chance for federal aid 
in good road work thrown in just for 
"boot."

Early History of Danish 
West Indies is Very 
Interesting. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—Concern- 
ing the 
early 
history 
of America's 
about-to-be 
possessions, 
the 
Danish 
West Indies, the National Geographic 
society issues 
the 
following bulletin 
from Washington: 


"Of the three small islands on the 
northeastern edge of the Caribbean sea, 
for which the United States expects to 
pay Denmark $25,000,000, St. Thomas 
and St. 
Joe, both 
smaller 
and less 
densely populated than St. Croix, liave 
been the scenes of many thrilling epi- 
sodes. Here white colonists of four na- 
tions followed each other with bewild- 
ering perplexity during the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries. 


"More than a hundred years after the 
discovery of St. Thomas by Columbus, 
in 1493, the island was wholly unin- 
habited, although its excellent harbor 
had been a port of refuge for Dutch 
navigators during many decades. 
When 
a handful of French colonists, survivors 
of a massacre on Crab island, perpe- 
trated by a band 
of 
Spaniards from 
Porto Eico, reached its shores in a dug- 
out in 1647, they found evidences of an 
earlier settlement, but no dues as to 
the nationality of their predecessors or 
of their fate. 
These French wanderers 
were not disposed to brave a similar 
m^'sterious end, so they sailed on. 


"At about the time that Peter Stuy- 
vesant was establishing a representative 
form of government on Manhattan is- 
land, some of his felloAV countrymen 
v.-ere establishing the first recorded set- 
tlement on St. Thomas. 
These hardy 
colonists met the same fate which over- 
took their brother Hollanders of 'New 
Amsterdam,' for three years after the 
town on the Hudson became New York 
the St. Thomas pioneers were forced to 
surrender to the English also. 
The lat- 
ter soon deserted the island and turned 
to the more fertile lands of St. Mar- 
tin's and St. Eustatias, so that in-1671, 
when the Danes, wishing to share in 
the colonial prosperity of other Euro- 
pean nations, chartered the West India 
and Guinea company, St. Tliomas, \m- 
inhnbited again, was awaiting the ad- 
vent of settlers who were to establish 
Denmark's rights in the island. 
With 
two brief interruptions, this sovereignty 
has been maintained from that day up 
to the present time. 


"The legend that St. Thoma^i was at 
one time the headquarters of the ruth- 
less buccaneers 
who 
terrorized 
the 
Spanish Main for so many years, is 
perpetuated in the names piven to two 
towers still standing on the heights back 
of the seaport of Charlotte Amalie. On 
the hill is 'Bhiebeard's Castle,' while on 
an adjacent height rises 'Blackbeard's 
Castle.' 
History does not substantiate 
the romantic tradition, and it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if the buccaneers were 
ever in possession here. 


"When the Danes arrived they were 
under very strict orders as to religioTis 
observances and with respect to a 'pre- 
paredness' program against rival col- 
onists. 
The first order issued by the 
governor 
was: 
'Every 
person 
who 
speaks Danish is bound to attend serv- 
ice every Sunday in Christian's fort, 
when the drum beats, and on failure of 
doing so is to pay a fine of 25 pounds 
of tobacco. 
Persons of all other na- 
tions are bound to attend service evcrj' 
Sunday afternoon at the same place, 
under the .same penalty.' 


"Ab to armament the order was: 'For 
the defense and good of the country 
every householder shall 
keep 
in his 
house for himself and every man in his 
service, a sword with belt, and a gun 
with sufficient powder and 
ball, and 
aLso each householder shall have two 
pounds of powder, or more if he pleases. 
Every person neglecting this duty shall 
](ay 100 pounds of tobacco.' 


"The order for the citizen army ran 
thus: 
'Every Saturday afternoon when 
the drum beats, all persons who can use 
a gun shall meet at the parade ground 
fully armed. 
Any person absent, in fa- 
vorable weather shall forfeit every time 
twenty-five pounds of tobacco, which is 
to be paid at the end of the year for the 
benefit of those who meet regularly.' 


"The shortage of labor dm-ing the 
first year or two of Danish occupation 
was overcome 
by the 
importation of 
many slaves from the gold coast of Af- 
rica. 
The laws governing these human 
chattels were extremely severe. 
'Drum 
dances' and feasts were forbidden and 
all slaves were required to be at home 
by 
sunset 
on 
Sundays. 
Slavetrans- 
gressing such regulations was for the 
first oflfense whipped, for the second his 
cars were cut off, and for a third he 
was hanged and his head placed on a 
stake.

"'Each other runaway 
slave

lose one leg, or if his owner pardon him, 
shall lose

stripes. 


" 'A slave who riins away for eight 
days shall have 150 
stripes, 
twelve 
weeks shall lose one leg, and six months 
shall forfeit his life, unless the owner 
pardon him with the loss of one leg. 


" 'A slave who lifts his hand to strike 
a white person or threaten him Avil'i 
violence shall be pinched 
and 
hunif, 
should the white person demand it, if 
not to lose his right hand.' 


"In the terrible insurrection one of 
the victims was a Judge Soctman who 
was murdered and decapitated in the 
presence of his beautiful 
12-year-old 
daughter, and while a council was be- 
ing held to determine what should be 
done with her the child, overwhelmed 
with grief, entreated them to take her 
life also, to which plea they gleefully 
consented, laying 
her mangled 
body 
across that of her father. 


"The insurrection was put down only 
after aid from the French in Martinique 
had been invoked. 
The hundred slaves 
were surrounded and when they realized 
that escape was impossible they held a 
great feast of death. 
Tradition says 
that they plunged over a cliff, but the 
Historian Host says that they shot one 
another and that when they were found 
at Brim's Bay they were lyi»« in a 
circle."

shipment. 


The huntsmen, headed by 
Charles 
Mayer, an expert in wild animals who 
recently arrived in Borneo on a col- 
lecting expedition for European zoos, 
I set out for the Landak river region to 
capture 
two 
orang-outangs 
which 
made the adjacent country unsafe for 
travelers. 


Natives were engaged 
to 
fell the 
trees within a radius of about a quar- 
ter of a mile of the tree in which the 
! giant apes had their aDode with the 
exception of those immediately 
sur- 
; rounding it, which were only 
partly 
cut. 


Mayer then began cautiously to ap- 
i proach the apes' tree, and after sight- 
ing the animals, which were of im- 
I mense size, he gave his men a prear- 
ranged signal, and with a terrific crash 
the partly 
lopped 
trees fell 
to the 
ground. 


A fire of branches was then lit un- 
• derneath the apes' tree, and when the 
smoke had driven the animals to seek 
' refuge in the topmost limbs some of 
; the natives began 
felling the 
trees, 
while others held 
in 
readiness two 
large nets in which i o catch the apes. 
The tree swayed and fell, and uttering 
savage cries, the two animals, 
their 
long arms 
tightly 
clasping one 
an- 
other's 
bodies, came to the 
ground 
and the nets were -thrown over them. 


The male orang, contriving to re- 
lease one of his arms, clutched Maj'^er 
by the leg and dragged him towards 
the net. 
Mayer defended himself with 
an axe, but his leg was broken before 
his men could come to his assistance, 
and divert the attack by 
belaboring 
the ape with a club. 
The animal then 
released his hold on Mayer, and seized 
one of the natives, who was killed be- 
fore anyone could come to his assist- 
ance. 
A second native also fell a vic- 
tim to the fury of the animal, 
and 
while efforts were being made to re- 
lease him the female orang released 
her a r m s from the net, and killed two 
men and crippled a third, 
j 
Mayer was 
carried 
away 
uncon- 
I scious, and ufter having been attended 
by a native medicine man was brought 
to Rynbang in Dutch North 
Borneo. 
His condition is serious. 


Four days later his native servants 
arrived there, bringing with them the 
two 
captured 
orang-outangs 
which 
ha\'e since been dispatched for ship- 
ment to Europe.

Tliat girl was saved, probably, from a 
"living death," for only eleven of those 
tickets were used. 


Story of the Trap. 


But let us start at the beginning and 
see how the story interests you. 


Albert Schaffner, a lawyer witli offices 
in the Unity building, telephoned the city 
editor shortly after 1 o'clock to "send 
over a woman reporter and I'll give her 
a white slave story that she can clean 
up in thirty 
minutes." 


"Two young daughters of clients of 
mine answered an advertisement in an 
afternoon paper 
for performers," said 
the lawyer, "and when these young girls 
responded they were 
met by 
a 
man 
named Davis, who said e.vperience wasn't 
necessary, that all they had to do was 
to dance with 'rcubens,' and that when- 
ever Davis blew a whistle the girls were 
to line the men up against the bar to 
buy drinks, and tliat a 'live wire' could 
make as high as $15 a night."

Davis' Version of Affair.

office, and hero is what he said:

Madison street movie house for a long 
time. 
I am respectable, and

a 
wife. 
I hail from Louisville, Ky., and 
my father is a big business man in Den- 
ver. 
I am clean morally, and my wife 
looks after those girls just as if they 
were her own 
daughters. 
The 
girls 
(lance with the men who attend the car- 
nival, and the dances run only about a 
minute or a minute and a half, and 
whenever I blow the whistle the girls 
line the men up against the mahogany 
and we sell thera 
two 
small 
whisky 
glasses fined with 
a 
soft drink 
and 
charge the rube 15 centj. 


"A nickel of that money goes to the 
girl, r get the second nitkel, and the 
carnival 
owner gets 
the 
third 
nickel, 
but we don't allow any immorality, and 
when the dance is over at 2 a. in. the 
girls have to go straight to bod." 


There was really nothing on which to 
hold Davis, hut he was told in plain 
words what the Tribune thought of his 
scheme to cornipt Chicago girls, and was 
informed that an expose would be made 
of his show at Afomence, 111. 


New Trial Opens Up. 


The story was believed to bo conclud- 
ed right there, when the reporter de- 
cided to notify the advertising manager 
not to accept ada of that character, and 
th® advertising manager said: "We were 
offered and accepted an advertisement 
for a model, and 
one oNthe leading 
hotels vouched for the ad, but a man 
named Chatsworthy just phoned that hi6 
sister-in-law answered that ad in the 
morning and had not been seen since, 
buC that she confided in a friend that a 
man named Skinner, from Detroit, was 
going to toko her some place in Indiana 
and n>*ke an actress out of her with u 
'40 show.'" 


The reporter M'fts told the nissiiiji^ 
girl was 17 years old, 5 feet 7 inches 
tall Slid 'vary* liKbt.

True ministry is in the exercise of 
spiritual gifts (Eph. 4:7-15).

believer is a member of the body of 
Christ, and therefore hus a definite 
ministry. 
Though the gifts are di- 
verse, all are equally honorable be- 
cause they are bestowed, administered 
and 
energized by the Holy 
Spirit. 
Love alone gives value to the ministry 
of any gift. 


f. 
Fill the Gift With Love (vv. 1-3). 
Just as the body is dead unless a liv- 
ing soul abides in and inspires it, so 
Is the gift unless filled with the spirit 
of love. 
This is the "more excellent 
way" to which Paul makes reference 
Bt the conclusion of Chapter 12. 
la 
praising love Paul does not fall into 
the error of criticizing others, not even 
bis followers, and suggests that even 
he may be wanting in this trait. 
The 
Corinthians were eager to attain ex- 
cellence and to be prominent in wis- 
dom and pliilosophy; to understand 
the world in which they lived; to be 
scholars arwi teachers and 
improve 
and correct society. 
Paul therefore 
shows how vain are such things unless 
filled with the motive of love. (1) The 
fift of tongues. 
The saints in 
the 
!hurch at Corinth seem to have been 
particularly gifted in this direction, 
ind to have been proud of it. (Ch. 14: 
2-23) and eager to outstrip the others. 
Paul tells them that such 
boasting 
imounts to little. 
The grace of love 
.s a far more excellent way. 
(2) The 
gift of prophecy. The New Testament 
prophet was n forth-teHer. not a teller 
5f the future. To be a forth-teller was 
jt thing to be coveted and admired, but 
act unless accompanied by love. 
(3) 
Miracle working. 
A man can have 
this In the most powerful form con- 
teivable, and yet if he has not love, 
^e is nothing. 


II. 
Love Is Known by Its Mani- 
festations (vv. 4-7). Having shown the 
Ibsolute necessity of love Paul shows 
Vov7 we may recognize it. The behav- 
y>r of love can be seen and known. 
Paul set for us 15 manifestations. (1) 
iiOve sufCereth long. Love Is no pass- 
ing emotion, but a fixed thought. 
(2) 
it is kind. 
Kindness in action, love 
it work. 
(3) Love envieth not. 
It 
Soes not grow out of selfishness, for 
ielfishness is the very opposite of love. 
\4) lyove vaunteth not itself, does not 
»limb to the housetops to proclaim Its 
ilory. 
(5) Is not puffed up. There is 
no inflation, like a soap bubble, to 
lazzle the eye. 
(6) Does not behavfe 
"tself unseemly, that is without deli- 
cacy of 
feeling. 
Unseemly 
conduct 
p-ows 
from 
pride 
and 
seMshness, 
rhereas love Is the foundation of true 
rourtesy. 
(7) Seeketh not her own. Is ; 
Jiot looking out for self first of all. (8) | 
is not easily provoked ; good tempered, ; 
Hot Irritable. 
To lose one's temper la ' 
t dangerous evil. 
The evil Is not so ' 
much in the temper but In our failure | 
to control It. 
(9) Thinketh no evil, j 
Puts the best construction upon the j 
>ct3 of other.s, making all possible al- 
lowances. 
(10) Rejoiceth not in ini- 
auity. (11) Rejoiceth In the truth, that 
)s. Is in sympathy with all that is true. 
il2) 
Bear»th 
all 
things; 
endureth 
hardships and trials for the working 
l>ut of the kingdom. 
(13) Belleveth all 
ihlngs; not credulous but putting the 
Wst con.stniction upon the words of 
'nthers, and having faith in the final 
iiutcome of every good cause. 
(14) 
Hopeth all things; is not discouraged 
In the dark and shadowy days. 
(15) 
Sndureth all things; It goes on believ- 
ing and hoping to the end; no obstacle 
can stop it. 
Surely such a catalogue 
>f the marks of love is enough to 
make us all pause and meditate. 


III. 
The Permanence of Life (vr. 
i-1.3). The word "faileth" here denotes 
falling In the sense of cessation, and 
k)ve Is contrasted with three typical 
but passing forms of Christian ex- 
pression.

The di- 
»inely inspired prophecies tell but a 
lart of what is yet to be. (3) "Knowl- 
edge." 
It shall be done away in the 
fuller knowledge of the eternal world 
(S the light of the stars vanish before 
ihe rising sun. 
perfect is come these lights will be 
seen to be only like the separate stones 
t>i a quarry which can only be fully 
anderstood when the whole building 
stands before us in its completion. 
Paul gives an Illustration of this truth 
from the familiar case of the growing 
:hild (vv. 11, 12). 
In conclusion (v. 
i3) faith, hope, love abideth, 
three 
ftraces, imperishable 
and 
immortal. 
"Efope is a fountain; faith draws the 
water and drinks; love distributes the 
ivater to others," Dr. J. H. Jowett. But 
the greatest of these is love, (a) Love 
18 greater In Its^nature. 
It brings ua 
closer to God, making us partakers of 
his nature. 
It Is the one thing with- 
out which faith and hope are of little 
avaU. 
(b) It is powerful as an In- 
fluence for good and the strongest mo- 
tiire for the uDbuildins; of character.

Wayne Man at Border 
Gives the Daily Routine 
of Work. 


(By Staff Correspondent.) 


Llano Grande, Tex., Aug. 
4.—The 
boy« from Fort Wayne who compose 
Company E of the First Regiment of 
Indiana Infantry drill four hours each 
Jay. 
A regular program is followed 
every day beginning at 
5:30 
o'clock 
when the call comes to get up out of 
bed. 


We stand fof morning roll call and 
then go through the morning exercises. 
After breakfast we drill for an hour and 
then rest for about fifteen minutes and 


then drill again for two hours. 
Follow- 
ing a few minutes rest everybody goes 
to school until 11:30. 
After eating din- 
ner we rest imtil one o'clock. 
The non- 
commissioned oiTicers then have school 
until two o'clock. 


From two until four is a rest period 
after which the company is again taken 
out for another hour's drill. 
A few min- 
utes rest and then we stand for evening 
retreat. 
Sometimes we have dress pa- 
rade. 


The start out with the first squad for 
police duty and take the squad accord- 
ing to number each day. 


For guard duty they start with the 
first company and go down the line un- 
til each company has guarded twenty- 
four hours and then repeat, 
AVhen a 
company is on guard duty they pick 
twenty-four men for the guard and use 
the rest for fatiprue duty and orderlies. 


At 8:30 o'clock in the morning we 
take in our bed clothing and pile it up 
neatly for inspection by the 
sanitary 
officers. We have one small tent for the 
first sergeant and company clerk. 
Then 
comes a larg« tent for the remainder of 
the sergeants. 
There are eight large 


tents for the corporals and 
privates. 
Twelve men are housed in each teut.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—A com- 
plete report qn the markets for con- 
struction materials and machinery in 
South America is to be made by the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, and in its preparation a repre- 
senative of the bureau will conduct a.n 
investigation covering all the southern 
republics. 


The bureau intends to offer for the 
benefit of American business men such 
information and 
recommendations as 
will lay a substantial foundation for 
trade extension in the lines mentioned. 
For the important work to be done it 
has selected William W. Ewing, who 
has had twenty-seven years experience 
in engineering and construction work,

Mr. Ewing was chief engineer 
of the Compania General de Asfatos y 
Portland, Barcelona, Spain; engineer of 
tests in the New York department of 
buildings for six years and engineer-in- 
charge for a number of years with some 
of the largest international engineering, 
construction and equipment companies.

terials, attention will be given to mnr- 
kets for products used in building Avork. 
heavy engineering construction and port 
and road projects, while the construe- j

desired includes devices, equipment and

This is one of twenty import- 
ant investigations to be conducted this 
year by the bureau in tlie interest of 
American foreign trade.

has been introduced into the Norwegian 
parliament. 
It is believed tluit as the 
majority of the legislators are in favor 
of prohibition the bill will become law 
in a very short time and may possibly 
lead to prohibition throufihout the coun- 
try. 


The 
measure 
provides 
for 
criminal 
prosecution of offenders against its ar- 
ticles, the first offense being punishable 
by fine and a repetition by imprison- 
ment for a maximinn 
term 
of 
three 
months and liability to dismissal with- 
out possibility of return to public serv- 
ice. 


Employes on street cars, omnibuses, 
taxicabs, railroads and passenger boats

OF AGR 


Fact is Pointed Out as No- 
table Trend of Affairs in 
G-reat Britain.

London, July 20.— (Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—Ono of the ef- 
fects of the war will be seen in a great 
revival of agricultural life in England 
and the United Kingdom. The outbreak 
of the conflict caught the British Isles 
dependent on foróign coininerce for four- 
fifths 
of their 
food 
supply, barring 
meat, of which between (10 and 70 per 
cent, is produced at home. 


The motto of a few years ngo, "Back 
to tlio Land," thus has given way to the 
slogan, "England 
must 
feed herself." 
Lord Selborne, the leader of the crusade, 
declares that the attainment of this ob- 
ject is the countrj'^'s sacred duty, and 
ho emphasizes the point that the farpi- 
er can do as much for the country as 
the solidcr in the trenches. 


Plans for the great reform include a 
number of important measures that are 
to be put into effect at the earliest pos- 
siblo moment. 
They include the fol- 
lowing: 


L The repopulation of the rural dis- 
trlotfl and fifforostation. The war ofiiee 
has just consented to the exchange - of 
many of the older mon who, in the earl- 
ier flag's of the war, left farm work 
for the firincr line, for men between 10 
and 30, to takq t^ieir places at the 
front. 
This exchange will begin imme- 
diatelv. 
" 


2. The eettlnfif aside of thoiwands of 
aere^ for the iwttlemont op the co-op- 
eratlvo plan of England's soldiers and 
sailors after the war. This expediency 
is provided for by, the Smallholding 
Colonies act, now half-way throuRh pjir- 
liament.

It is believed that the plan for bring- 
ing back soldiers from the front will 
have the effect of providing sufficient 
farm labor practically immediately.

as in Ireland, the 
farms in many districts had fallen far 
below their minimum needs in the mat- 
ter of labor. 


The tendency to regard more seriously 
the country's capacity for gi-owing larg- 
er crops is illustrated by the figiu-es of 
tlio wheat, barley and oats crops in 
Englfind and Wales, 
\viieat and oats 
were grown in larger quantities, though 
the barle.y 
crops 
were 
much smaller. 
There v/ere 5,489,039 acres devoted to 
the three 
cereals 
in 
England and 
Wales in lf)15, an increase of 2-18,04-i 
acres as compared 
with 
1014. The 
greatest increase in acreage was devot- 
ed to wheat or 2,170,170 acrcs in all, the 
figure representing an increase of 362,- 
072 acres (20 per cent.) greater than in 
1014 and 25 per cent, greater than dur- 
ing any of the years between 190p and 
1915.

creased areas, the total for Wales of 
11.633 acres (31 per cent.) being the 
greatest. 


TJie returns for 1915 give 2,088,047 
acres under oats, an increase of 158,421 
acres as compared with 10}4, but only 
24,869 acres above the average for the 
past ten years.

158,421 acres, the total acreage of 1,- 
231,722 being the lowest yet recorded. 


Perhaps to no individual as much as 
to the Earl of 
Belborne 
is due the 
credit of bringing home to tho people 
of all classes the importance of taking 
prompt means of making the country 
more nearly 
self-supporting 
in food- 
stuffs. In all of his addresses in recent 
years he has laid stress on the point. 
A practical farmer and enthusiast on 
his large and- fertile tract in Hamp- 
shire, ho has been able to meet the ob- 
jections of opponents of expert knowl- 
edge to the great advantage of his cru- 
sade. 


As under-secretary for the colonies 
between 1895 and 1900, as well as dur- 
ing his term of office as high commis- 
sioner of South Africa immediately aft- 
er t^e war he had further opportunity 
of enlarging his knowledge as to agri- 
culture. 


Just before resigning as president of 
the board of agriculture the other day 
as a matter of principle due to his 
views on the Irish question I^ord Sel- 
borne consented to revle\y bnefly the 
situation 
to agriculture in an inter- 
view with a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press. 


"I have been liighly gratified by th« 
ready response of the people generally 
to tiie idea of making the country mqre 
nearly self-supporting from the soil," he 
said. 
"I "have made my plea for the 
cultivation of the soil nn the OTounds ot 
patriotism 5 the farmers ana laborers 
came fpmard first to mept the enier- 
gency, tind then the girls apd women 
from the villages and even cities—spme 
of the best type of women, including 
many of in^epcivdept means, answering 
niy «all out of pure una4ulterated pa- 
triotism. 


"These woiiien have taken to thé íojl 
fiuthusiastica^lly ?ind with the intellj- 
qrcnce that eeéroB to characterise eyery- 
tliipg they are undertaking, 
^ e y are 
living like laborers' and are doin^ re- 
markably well all of the farm laborer's 
work—inilking and feeding and looking 
after the stock Ukp veterans.

"We have asked the farmer to main- 
tfiin the full cultivation of the soil and 
the upkeep of his flocks and herds dur- 
ing the course of the war, and to In- 
crease them whenever possible. 
Under 
the unparalleled diiliculties encountered 
he has responded wonderfully. The dif- 
ficulties of this particular season will be 
imderstood in view of our efforts to re- 
place with -vvomen the men absent from 
the soil, 


"Owing to the custom being against 
women working on the land in England, 
the problem has been particularly diflt- 
cult. The English typé of farm laborer 
is highly skilled and a fine felloAV. Ho 
would rather have his women folk look- 
ing after the home and maintaining the 
children and working less about tho 
farm. 


"The only English counties in which 
exception is found to this attitude, pJ 
where women work habitually on the 
land are Northumberland, 
Cumberlan<l

ham.

In the museum cf the Institute the 
marvels of the sea are on exihibition 
and in the aquarium swim many va- 
riety of fish native to Pacific waters. 


Although it is attached to the state 
university, it is not a school of the 
kind that gives credits for work done. 
It is a place where persons interested 
in marine scientific work can conduct 
experiments. 


In addition to the endowment, the 
institution gains 
revenues 
from the 
rental of cottages and part of its 177 
acres of land. 
The state, through the 
board of control, also furnishes a. part 
of the funds. 
The remainder Is sup- 
plied from interest on the $150,000 en- 
dowment. 


The men attach^Hi 
to the institute 
are really deep sea detectives, for they 
are continually trying

ground. 


A tire of branches was then lit un- 


derneath the apes' tree, and when the 
smoke had driven the animals to peek 
refuge in the topmost limbs some of 
the natives began felling the 
trees, 


while others held 
in 
readine,ss two 


largo nets in which to catch the apes. 
The tree swayed and fell, and uttering 
savage cries, the two animals, their 
long arms tightly clasping one an- 
other's bodies, came to the ground 
and the nets were thrown over them. 


The male orang, contriving to re- 


lease one of his arms, clutched Mayer 
lv the leg and dragged him towards 
•he net. Mayer defended himself with 
an axe, but 'his leg was broker, before 
his men could come to his assistance, 
and divert the attack by belaboring 
the ape with a club. The animal then 
released his hold on Mayer, and seized 
one of the natives, who was killed be- 
fore anyone could come to his assist- 
ance. A second native also fell a vic- 
tim to the- fury of the animal, and 
while efforts were being made to re- 
lease him the female orang released 
•her arms from the net, and killed two 
men and crippled a third. 


Mayer was 
carried 
away uncon- 


scious, and utter having been attended 
by n native medicine man was brought 
to Rynbang in Dutch North Borneo. 
His condition is serious. 


Four days later his native servants 


arrived there, bringing with them the 
two captured 
orang-outangs 
which 


have since been dispatched for ship? 
ment to Europe.

True ministry is iu the exercise of
